Making good his escape from Alexandria, 
Sig. Cipriani next turned up in Crete, battling 
in the ranks of the Greek insurgents against 
the porte. In 1871 he took a leading part in 
the Paris commune insurrection and was 
largely responsible for the shooting of the 
hostages and for the burning of the public 
buildings. 

Captured redhanded by the Versailles 
troops, he was condemned to death, but was 
lucky enough to have his sentence com- 
muted at the last rioment to penal servitude 
for life in the penitential colony of Cayenne.
